BY THE NEW FRANCE 


Would Kneel Before Every French- 
man, He Says— Vision of Paris 
Will “Last Till Death.

PARIS, Aug. 31.—The Temps publishes 


two private letters, written from Paris 
by Rudyard Kipling. The first was 


‘dated Aug. 14, before visiting the front, 


and the second was written on the 24th, 
after his return. 

In the first letter he says: 

“It is the first time I see and really 
understand..the face of Paris. One 
knew the soul, but the outward aspect 
was masked in the presence of Germans 
and strangers. I was most struck by a 
certain look in women’s eyes, not of 
dream, but of realization, as if they 
were already regarding the greater dis- 
tances.- What courageous vivacity and 
determination to smile despite every- 
thing! I bow before the manifestation 
of courage whose touch is so light. 

‘One strange thing—I heard a laugh 
which, methinks, had never sounded 
since ‘the Revolution—the guttural laugh 
of a woman of the people, telling a 
story about Germans that were killed.

.“‘ During the three years that I spent 
studying the science of aeronautics in 
France I knew~a great many persons 
who have been-taking an important part 
in the handling of the aerial.service of 
the Allies,” he continued, *‘ and since 
the beginning of the war I have been 
able te keep in close touch with events 
in this line abroad through them. Whilé 


I am not at liberty to make known thef 


sources of my information regarding 
the coming mass attack with aeroplanes, 
I can say that they are many. 

“The senSational feature of the attack 
will be that not a- single aviator’s life 
will be risked. Since the idea of building 
torpedo-carrying aeroplanes originated in 
this country the Allies have been experi- 
menting on it continuously.,. They have 
now perfected a small aircraft which 
Can carry a huge torpedo, or bomb, 
and which can be mechanically adjust- 
ed before it is sent into the air, so that 
it will fly. and guide itself until the 
moment is reached for it to drop the 
torpedo. The torpedo is set free by a 
time-clock arrangement, and can be 
dropped atcurately as far as twenty- 
five miles away from the original start- 
ing point of the little aeroplane. 

: Drops Its Bomb and Is Lost. 


“No aviator accompanies the aircraft 
and. torpedo; it is run entirely like a 
mechanical toy, and once it has dropped 
the bomb it is allowed to go wherever 
it will and destroy itself in its. un- 
guided descent to earth. When it is 
considered that it costs from $5,000 to 
$8,000 to make a modern torpedo, and 
that the little aeroplanes that will be 
used for these aerial bombs cost only 
$2,000 to construct, it can pe seen that 
the abandoning of the machine in mid- 
air will not mean any great loss, as 
war €xpenses are rated. 

“The. Allies are now building great 
numbers of these little aircraft and the 
word has goné around that a grand air 
bombardment is to take place about the 
first of the year. I do not know 
whether specific points at which the 
aerial torpedoes are to be launched have 
been decided upon as yet, but from the 
descriptions .that I. have received of 
the manner in which they work it ap- 
pears that they will prove invaluable 
as weapons. 

“There is no. defense against them. 
They are simply a matter of evolution, 
as the modern dreadnought and. the 
submarine were matters of evolution, 
and a defense against them has not 
yet . been dévised. The submarine 
proved a greater weapon than the cruis- 
er for certain purposes; the aerial tor- 
pedo will undoubtedly prove a far great- 
er wéapon than the old form of aero-

When 
Madero became President, Orozco ac- 
companied him to Mexico City, but fol- 
lowing a disagreement over large sums 
of money, ‘Orozco alleged to be due. him, 
he and his father abandoned their al- 
legiance to Madero and again took to 
the” hills. 

With the fall of Madero, Orozco joined 
the adherents of Huerta and became 
one of the most active of the military 
Chiefs of the latter. He took part in 
scores of engagements and skirmishes 
in. Chihuahua, urango, Coahuila and 
Nuevo Leon. ; 

Determined efforts were made to 
capture Orozco and his band, but he 
always managed to slip through the net. 

He was one of the nine Federal Gen- 
erals ‘at the battle of Ojinaga. The 
majority of the Federal officers and 
more. than 4,000 men were interned:,in 
the United States after that- 
defeat. by the Villa forces, but Orozco 
made _his ened 2 and soon organized 
another command, 

Thoroughly familiar with the border, 
he slipped in and out of Mexico a 
parently at will, although, immediate 
execution was the kindest fate he might 
expect if captured by the Constitution- 
alists or the Villistas. He was equally 
successful in avoiding United tates 
troops and Federal officers. He is 
known to have lived for months within 
a short distance. of El Paso, but al- 
though a dozen expeditions were or- 
ganized to capture him, he always rer 
ceived warning in time to make his es-

15 GASES UNDER SCRUTINY 


Teutonic’ Refugees. from the Orient 
Now Living-on the Vessel May 
Have Brought the Disease. - 


The Hamburg-American liner Presi- | 
dent Lineoln,: which has been tied up 
since the beginning of the war at:a pier 
in Hoboken, and which has been used for 
months past as an asylum for German 
refugees who have teft their homes in 
the Far East on account of the -war 
with Japan and-are on their way back 
to Germany, was put under quarantine 
last night on. account of the discovery 
of fifteen cases of a disease which it is 
thought may be Asiatic cholera. 

The ‘quarantining followed a’ visit of 
inspection paid yesterday afternoon to 
all the ships interned in Hoboken by 
Dr: S. L. Williams of the United States 
Public Health Service and Chief Medi- 
cal Officer of the Immigration ‘station 
at Ellfs Island; Dr. Charles G. Laven- 
der, bacteriologist of the Port of New 
York; Dr. Joseph L. Stack, President 
of the Board of Heaith of Hoboken, and 
Inspector Fred Anderson ofthe lat- 
ter organization. : 

It is: believed: that the’ germs of the 
diseasé have been brought by some of 
the refugees from, the Far Hast, and it 
is said that a. perfectly healthy person 
can carry/the germ of cholera for some 
time. before it gives any evidence. of 
its ‘presence and activity. Germans 
exiled from the. Orient came ~- here, 
stopped for a time on the President Lin- 
coln, and then took-ship for ‘some neu- 
tral eountry to make their way back 


ome. 

At present thirty-seven of them are 
still on board the boat, besides the rem- 
nant of her crew—from 150 to'200 men. 
The crews of the various ships tied u 
at the piers intermingled a good deal. 
Theré was a public’ dining room on the 
docks where saflors from’ all the ships 
dined, and from time to time men would 
be moved from one ‘vessel ‘to ahother as 
the exigencies of the situation required. 
In this way there ‘was much intercourse 
betweén the crews of the various ships. 

A few days ago an-employe of the 
company \ reported to the health au- 
thorities the presence of a suspicious 
disease, and the: matter was reported to 
Surgeon Gen. Rupert Blue, Chief of the 
Public Health Service, in Washington: 
He ordered today’s inspectjon, the result 
of which was the quarantining of the 
President Line»xin, and an order by 
Commissioner Stack closing the. public 
dining room on the pier. 

Dr. Stack said later that there were 
fifteen. persons on the boat suffering 
from vomiting, cramps, and other symip- 
toms of cholera, but the nature of the 
disease is as yet uncertain, and bacte- 
riological experts’ are coming from 
Washington today to make another in- 
spection. There was a rumor current 
yesterday that the disease’ discovered 
was bubonic plague, but Dr. Stack’s 
statement did not warrant that theory. 

It is considered probable that the au- 
thorities do not consider the danger as 
serious. Otherwise they presumably 
would have quarantined the other ves- 
sels, whose crews have been interming- 
ling with the crew of the President 
Lincoln.. -The Federal authorities re- 
fused to discuss the matter.

We 
realize full well that business cannot 
be very brisk on the Isthmus, and 
that this fire; coming along at this time, 
must indeed make matters very’ awk- 
ward for people in the city of Panama. 
We wish. to take the opportunity of 
expressing. our sincere regret at the 
disaster. Of course the burdens -of the 
preecks situation in. England are fall- 
ng heavily on all of us, but'we- are 
meeting the situation. Give yourself 
no occasion for worry at the state of 
your account. We know how conditions 
are.

GIFTS TO AEROPLANE FUND. 


Flying Boat Worth $7,500 and

The National Aeroplane Fund received 
a check for $10,000 and a $7,500-flying 
‘boat yesterday.

STRUGGLE FOR A BRIDGE 


Reds Wipe Out Blue Cavalry, but 
Later Shatter Themselves in 
a Frontal Assault.

PERRY’S MILLS, N. Y., Aug.. 31.— 
The Buysiness Men’s Regiment fought 
for nearly ten hours today without a 
let up or a bite to eat. The cause of it 
all -was.a retreat that started at Rouse’s 
Point at 7:10 o'clock this morning, which 
carried the defenders nearly. eight miles 
due.west of Fort Montgomery, where 
they dug themselves in and successfully 
stopped.the onrush of the Red Army 
under Colonel J. T. Dickman. It was.a 
real.test for the bankers, lawyers, and 
other men of affairs who constitute the 
enlisted personnel of the provisional 
regiment of infantry, and they had to 
make-a stand in the face of a regular 
organization that outnumbered them 
more than two to one. 

Today’s action Was for the first four 
hours.an advance guard action, in which 
the regular troops did most of the fight- 
ing,.while the Blue Army, the backbone 
of which: was the Business Men’s Regi- 
ment, trudged: rapidly -on until it 
reached a point near-this place, where 
it hastily intrenched itself and await- 
ed the coming of the main Red Army. 
The Business Men’s Regiment, in order 
to get to the place where it was to 
make its final stand, had a two-hour 
start on the Red yrnkon fe 

The Blue force consisted of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Regiment, a squadron of the 
Second Cavalry. under. Captain Frank 
.O. Whitlock, and a battery of the Third 
Field Artillery. Opposing. this force 
was a Red Army under Colonel Dickman. 
made up. of the entire Thirtieth and 
Third Regiments of Infantry, two squad- 
rons of the Second Cavalry, machine- 
gun detachments, and a battery of field 
artillery. 

The pursuing Reds, with the Third 
Squadron of the Second Cavalry, under 
Captain Joseph H. Herron, acting as 
the advance guard, started after_the 
Blues shortly after 9 o’clock. Paul 
Revere never did any better riding than 
did the troopers under Captain Her- 
ron, whose orders were to get quickly 
in contact with the Blue rear guard, 
which was known to be commanded by 
Whitlock, and to capture or destroy it 
at any cost. , 


Struggle for the Bridge.

MARRIED LIFE. WAS UNHAPPY | 


‘Husbatid~ Says ‘Trouble Started 
When She Began to Spend 
Nights Away from Home. 


Standing befgre’a table in the Coro- 
ner’s Court, in: the’ Municipal Building 
yesterday. morning Samuel Leitner, a 
private detective, confessed that he shot 
and killed his wife in his office at 52 
East Eighth Street on Monday night. 
The tragedy .camé,. he’ said, as the cll- 


stant domestic strife and his act 
was committed only after his wife had 
first attacked him with a hatpin And 
followed this up. by attempting to grab 
the revolver that was on his desk. 

The confession came unexpectedly, for, 
after an all-night grilling at Police 
Headquarters, the detective stuck to 
his story that. his wife had been shot ty 
“two men ih gray caps,” who had 
dashed out of the office and into the 
street after firing five bullets into her. 
Even when shown the revolver found 
hidden in the disused fireplace in his 
office Leitner would not admit. his 
crime. j 

Finally Leitner broke down and told 
of constant bickering which apparently 
began when he found out that his wife 
in her girlhood had been an inmate of 
the House of the Good Shepherd and 
ended with the last quarrel which had 
to do with the payment of a deposit for 
rent on a flat into which they decided 
not to move. ; 

“It was about.5:30 or 5:15, or maybe 
nearly 6 o’clock, I don’t really know, 
when my wife came to my office. I—” 
Leitner paused, e! 

** Go on,’’ sa.d.Coroner Feinberg. 
“Well, she told me she had been over 
in a department store in Fourteenth 
Street to see her sister,’’ continued the 
prisoner. *‘.Her sister wasn’t there. 1 
said, ‘ After we see_the room we shall 
go to see mother.’ With that my wife 
turned on me and said: *‘ What rignt 


have you telling my mother things 
about me?’ 


Attacked With Hatpin. 


‘With that she started in to make 
trouble. She had a hatpin in her hand 
and she started for me. ~The hatpin 
didn’t worry me. She came-toward me, 
and [I grabbed ‘her and’ threw her off. 
My. gun was lying on my desk.’ She 
grabbed it and 1 jumped up ana tore it 
trom her hand. When I got the gun 
away -from her -I fired the five shois, 
and that finished her.” 

In the same even tone the detective 
answered the questions as the Coroner 
asked them. He said that after killing 
his wife he placed, the revolver in the 
fireplace, where it was subsequently 
found. He-thrust it through the stove- 
pipe hole near the ceiling, and to get up 
there he’ used.a short ladder which was 
in the rear room of the office. ‘The 
cartridges he threw into a wash room. 
While - Leitner told his story his

Keeping his wife locked up for four 
years. in three small rooms. with the 
windows sealed with wax and adhesive 


plaster did not signify insanity under 
the statutory meaning but merely ab- 
normal jealousy on the part of Giuseppe 
Plenetta, a Hester Street cigarmaker, 
Dr. M. S. Gregory of Bellevue reported 
vesterday to Justices O’Keefe, Fleming, 
and Freschi in Special Sessions. Plenetta 
was released under suspended sentence 
on his promise not to let his- jealous dis- 
osition interfere with his -wife’s en- 
oyment of light and fresh afr. 

Plenetta was arrested on July 19 by 
agents of the Children’s Society, after 
a complaint had been made. at~ Police 
Headauarters that a woman and child 
were held prisoners in a room at 111 
Hester Street.

pretty suré to be necessary: The 
question of preparédnéss will be to 
the front in the campaign of 1916, 
apd thé performances. of Colonel 
Rooshvatr show clearly that in the 
Mind of that expert politician there 
is & great opportunity to put the 
Democrats at 4& disadvantage. The 
Presiderit’s ifisistencée on preparation 
will deprivé the Republicans of their 
ammufition, if it is heeded, ‘but not 
if the Democrats in Congress play 
into Colonel Roosevett’s hands and 


handicap their own candidate with a 


reéord for which he will have to apol- 
ogize. 

This, of coursé, does not éspeciaily 
trouble the Democrats who are plan- 
ning to thwart his policy.

THE ECSTASY OF BORROWING. 

Nothing could have been more unh- 
expected as an economic experience 
than that this country, having al- 
ready more gold than it can use, 
should be obliged at the same time 
dimost uriwillingly to receive large 
additions to its hoard from Europe, 
where it is increasingly précioug.. The 
intelligence of Wall Street regards 
these importations of gold with mils- 
givings. We do not need the gold. 

but that is not the poiit. Hach dollar 
of incoming gold represents a poten- 
tiality of between five and six dollars 
of credit expansion, and there now is 
more. credit in. bank reservoirs than 
can be legitimately employed. 

Stéadily for nearly ten months, that 
ts, since the opening of the Federal 
Reserve banks for~ business, bank

‘when the danger already was that 
without their aid it would increase too 
fast. And now, in addition to the 
enormous expansion in currency and 
loans that has taken place and could 
#till take place on demand, the setre- 
tary of the Treasury proposes to force 
$30,000,000 of Government money into 
thé banks of the South to be used as 
a basis of perhaps $150,000,000 special 
credit, this to be loaned to cotton 
planters at 6 percent. in order that 
they may not have to bear the loads 
due to overproduction of -cotton and 
the derangement of the market for the 
staple. Moreover, the Government is 
advertising to agricultural borrowers 
the fact that country banks can bor- 
row unlimited amounts of money from 
the Federal Reserve banks at 4 per 
cent.,, wherefore they are justified in 
demanding to be accommodated by 
their banks at 6 per cent. 

We are now evolving the practical 
definitions of elasticity and flexibility 
as applied in this country to curreiicy 


tand credit. An elastic currency is 


one that will expand so long as there 
ia any elasticity left, and flexible credit 
is credit there is never going to be an 
end of, Contraction is impossible. 
Let anybody propose to contradt the 
currency, to shut down the lid on 
credit, or to raise the price of Credit to 
discourage extravagant use of it, as 
the Bank of England does in England, 
as the Bank of France doés in Franca, 
and see what will happen. All the 
money lunatics would become artic- 
ulate at oncé. Let anybody really try 
to bring about contraction, and see the 
heavens fall! The Federal Reserve 
Board has the power to curtail credit 
supplies, but 66 has almost any in- 
stitution the power to destroy itself. 
Fancy the Federal Resérve Board 
agreeing with the intelligence of Wall 
Street to advance thé rate of discount, 
namely, the price of credit, in order 
to foree borrowers to quidate! Mr. 
La Fotterre would prove at last his 
conspiracy of “one hundred.” - Mr. 
McApoo might find a way to print 
fiat money, or Congress might au- 
thorige him to sell bonds and lend the 
proceeds direct to the victims’ of 
bankefs’ avarice. 

So, one may as well be reconciled 
to. what is In the way of taking 
place, and make the best of it. There) 
is danger of a wild, disastrous in- 
flation, and there is apparently no 
éffective ‘disposition in the land to 
stop it. Bankérs who protest are mis- 
understood for théir pains arid abused 
besides. They are suspect before they 
speak, Everybody knows that théy 
wish money to bé scarce and dear for 
the sake of their own dividends. So, 
why shouldn’t a bankér g6 on mmak- 
ing dividends as evérybody elsé does, 
without responsibility for what will 
happen in the future? The public 
will not worry. Neither will it hear. 
It has béen told that this country has 
a panic-proof. banking systém and be- 
liéves it, little knowing What a miracle 
that would be, if trué.

THE. ONE OBSTACLE. 

The persistent obstinacy of. Can- 
kanza is the only obstacle to the con- 
summation of the plans sét forth in 
the Pan-American note. Vitta and 
ZaPata have both accepted the pro- 
posalg, and, while Vitta has undoubt- 
edly lost power, the position of Za- 
PATA @& actual ruler of the State of 
Morelos and terrorizér of & large part 
of. the neighboring country has not 
been weakened in four years. But, 
although CanraNza is still far from the 
Yealization of his hope to gain control 
in Mexico sufficient to justify his rec- 
ognitién as de facto ruler, the work of 
pacification could bé better carried on 
with his assistance than without it. 
He has gained nothing lately. His 
boasts déceive nobody. ‘His removal 
to the capital is still postponed be- 
Cause of his wholesome feat of Za- 
Pata. In fact, his position is such as 
to warrant the belief that: if he were 
réally the patriot and the constructive 
statesman he claims to be he would 
accépt “the invitation of the United 
States Government and the Latin- 
American republics and welcome a con- 
ference of all the belligerents, confi. 
dent of his power ‘peaceably to gain 
control by that means, 

With or without Cakkanza’s co-oper. 
ation, however, unless our Government 
and its Central and South American 
associates change their plans, the 
peacé conference will be held at a 
time and place appointed by them, and 
unless CaRRANZA abandons his present 
attitude he will be left as the only 
revolutionist in Mexico, and unable to 
renew his supply of arms and ammu< 
nition. Major Gen. Soort, who has 
lately been making observatioris on 
the frontier at the request of the State 
Department, is firm in his belfef in 
the good intentions of FRandcrsco 
Vitta; he insists that Vitra is willing 
to discard his own ambitions and 
eliminate himself as a persofal factor 
in the Mexican situation for the sake 
of a good Government. That Zapata 
will be equally tractable is scarcely 
likely, but the only intelligible item in 
Zapata’s plan‘ from the first has been 
the returh to the poor farmers of Mo. 
relos of the land which was stolen 
from thet in the cientifico régime. 
The institution of a just land tax 
would probably bé sufficient t6 meet 
that condition. 

Thé*outlook at present, however, fs 
not very encouraging. CaRBANZa has 
been the chief revolutionist. Vain and 
obstinate as he is, hé has been the 
oné comparatively fespectable figure- 
head in the prolonged éffort to estab- 
lish a popular Government in Mexico. 
Obviously, he is quite incompetent to 
establish such a Government, or any 
other, without aid. The fidelity to him 
of some of his Generals is question- 
able. In his safe retréat at Vera Cruz 
he is a forlorn figure, who might be 
regarded as comic if the circumstances 
itt which hé is involved were less se- 
rious. His éxpénsive propaganda in 
the United Statés has failed utterly. 
But his accéptance of the good offices 
of the Pan-American intermediaries 
would gréatly strengthen his position 
and make him the most important 
factor in the establishment of a new 
provisional Government.

As many of these mos- 
qui ate of the malaria-carrying Andéph- 
eles, they are @ much more serious men- 
ace to health thai any number of the salt-' 
marsh variety. If the people of Quééns 
could be brought to realize that the abolition 
of the mdaquito would result in an enorthous 
increase in réa} estate valués—many times 
the cost of exterminating the mosquitose—we 
would soon be rid of them. Heretofore real 
estate men—many of them—have frowned on 
any agitation of the mosquito question, tm- 
agining, as does the ostrich, that if his head 
is under the.sand he cannot be seen by oth- 
ers. We dwellers in Queens do+not wiah. to 
be mean, but really we are delighted that the 
good people of Manhattan are being bitten. 
We feel that, were it not that mosquitos 
have penetrated even to the citadel at Centre 
and Walker Streéts, we in Queens might 
writhe unheard.

it Will Be Greatly Influenced by the 
Negro Melodies of the South. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Ih reply to the very interesting letter in 
TH Timms, referring to the essay on South- 
éfn music, by Proféssor Albert Mildetibetg, as 
published in your Sufiday Magazine, I venture 
to add & few words, thé fesult of great in- 
térest &hd muth Hselifch in my personal ac- 
Qtiainitahnes of many years with thé well- 
known English negro composer, “Coleridge 
Taylor, and the famous American authority, 
Harry T. Burleigh, both of these men bejng 
grave and earnest musicians, yet each pur- 
suing entirely different paths in the devcl+ 
opment of their art. In the case of Coleridge 
Taylor it has been a steady advancement of 
@ great talent for composition aloag serious 
lines, with no leaning toward development of 
@ race pectiliarity or special influence, it 
being simply the following out of the classical 
as well as lighter forms of musical composi- 
tions foHowing those of all of the modern 
celebrated European composers. 

Regarding Mr. Burleigh, his work, has been 
& dévelopment of an idea which has had as 
its main inceptioh and essential character the 
bringing out of the peculfar and indfyidual 
hegroid qualitiés, so far as the themes and 
rhythm afte cordernéd, of course, seriously 
treated, but neverthéless with thé idea of 
establishing 4 splendid and delightfiil color 
in his work, and tlie existence of a chafacter- 
istic that hé attributes solely to the South- 
etn plantation negro. 

It is but just. and fair to prestimeé that the 
charming melédies sung by the Southern 
plantation négro, such as ‘‘ Switg Low, Sweet 
Chariot’ and “ Steal Away to Jesus” ‘and 
the numérovus othér spitituajs that I have 
heard unlimited times during my- investi- 
gations in the South, throughout that glorious 
*“Land of Dixie,’ ate of absolutely pure ne- 
gto origin, and this fact no doubt reinforces 
the contention of Professor Albert Mildetberg’s 
argument that. we must look to thesé funda- 

mental principles of melody ahd rhythm pro- 
duced by these very Southern negro singers, 
and maintainéa by them to this very day 
in their original.form, for the very éssence 
of thé material upon which our American 
folk-song exists ahd may be further devel- 


oped. , 

The more treatment they will undergo at 
the hands 6f the trained and skilled musi- 
@ians the further away from their intrinsic 
value they will be drawn, the more will they 
lose “their exitire individuality. The natural 

melodies in their original form, freé from 
harmomte treatment by technical musicians, 
will of thérmimelVes ‘be a potent factor fh our 
future musical devélopment.

Part of $100,000,000 Raised by New 
York Bankers to Meet the Oblii- 
gations Due in Londan.: 


Controller . Prendergast will --put 
through’ the largest redemption of pub- 
lic ‘held securities. ever undertaken by 
the city of New York when he calls in 


today. .The notes were issued Sept, 1, | 
114, and bear 6 per cent. interest. The 
issue ig part of a $100,000,000 loan raised 
to meet foreign obligations of the city 
falling due shortly after the Buropean 
war started, The city had taken ad- 
vantage cf the ‘low rate of interest 
abroad, to borrow $77,000,000 in London, 
On aceount of the war, the British 
bankers demanded payment when the 
loan fell due. New York bankers 
floated the $100,000,000 loan to pay off 
the foreign debt and provide for other 
necessities of the-city. 

Fifty million dollars of the amount to’ 
be redeemed today is in corporate bonds 
payable to the bearer, Thére are about 
8,000 holders, who. must present them in 
person to the receiver of taxes. ‘The 
balance of the obligations, $7,000,000, 
are registered, The holders Rave been 
notified that those who have bank ac- 
counts can deposit their securities with 
their innibeas who will then present 
them for re ption 

The city had been paying from 4 to 4 
per conte interest, but the condition 0: 
the money market, owing to the Euro- 
pean Mab was such that the city had 
to _Day, 6 per. cent. for its loan a year 
There was rong ig aa criticism 
a the time because of this high rate. 

The banking syndicate came to the 
rescue of the city during the war.dis- 
turbance and eS the city’s 6 per cent.

Sept. 1, 1917. The foreign indebtedness 
of $77,000,000 matured last Fall in Sep- 
tember, October, November, and Decem- 
ber.

$1,200 A YEAR LEFT TO HER 


Husband Said in Will ‘He Did -Not 
Want Her Tempted by ‘‘Char- 
latans or Parasites.”’

When the United States Trust Com- 
pany filed an accounting of the estate 
of Richard T. Colburn in the Surro- 
gates’ Court yesterday it was indicated 
that his widow and relativés would con- 
test the distribution of the residuary es- 
tate, amounting to $300,000, between the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington and 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

The accounting shows that there was 
a balance on Aug. 16 of $318,631.91, and 
that the widow had received an income 
of $100 a month and a legacy of $1,000, 
in addition to cértain personal effects 
of her husband. The total paid out un- 
der the will was $4,900, 

The widow and Richard T. Colburn, 
the next of kin of Mr. Colburn allege 
that Section 17 of the decedent estate 
law applies to the case, and the distri- 
bution of the residuary estate to the in- 
stitutions named is invalid in that it 
excedes half of the estate. 

Under the will of her husband, who 
died on Dec. 9, 1913, in hig eighty-first 
year, the widow was to receive $1,000 
outright, his personal effects, and $1,200 
a year until she died or married. After 
a few minor bequests the residuary es- 
tate was left to the Carnegie Research 
Fund of Washington, D. C., named as 
the Carnegie Institution, and to. the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, share and share alike, 
the interest to be used for original re- 
search in physical or ‘“ psychic demon- 
strable sciences.’’ 

In that part of the will dealing with 
his bequests to his widow he says that 
he makes her the allowance ‘‘in order 
not to tempt her into unsound invest- 
ment, speculations or lures of promoters, 
fortune .hunters, charlatans, or para- 
sites, thig allowance is strictly limited 
for good and sufficient reasons. A mod- 
est scale of expenditure is my injunction 
to her.’’ 

He further provided that an executor 
be appointed by the Surrogate to admin- 
ister the estate in accordance with the 
terms of the will, ‘‘ provided always that 
the beneficiaries named herein shall be 
in no way culpable or responsible for 
hastening or causing my demise.’’ 


HORSEMAN LEFT $113,000. 


Cornwell, Driver of Famous Blind 
Mare, Willed All to Family. 


MINEOLA, L, I., Aug. 31.—Alfred C. 
Corrwell, a veteran horse trainer, who 
was killed on the fair ground track here 
on Aug. 14, when a mare he was driving 
ran away, left an. estate of $113,000, ac- 
cording to an affidavit filed here tolJay 
by his widow, Margaret Cornwell, in a 
petition for letters of administration. 

The estate consists of $66,00) real and 
$47,000 personal. The realty consists of 
a forty-acre farm at Searingtown, near 
Roslyn, and several parcels on Riverside 
Drive, New York. The personal is prin- 
cipally mortgages. The entire estate 
goes to the widow’ and eight children, 
seven of whom are sons. 

Cornwell was a native of. Brooklyn 
and conducted a butcher business there 
before becoming a trainer and driver of 
horses. The blind mare, Amboy, which 
he drove in many races and won big 


stakes, made him famous. He was 
nown to horsemen at nearly every 
track in the Eastern States.
